cute offenders. 

The great importance of hunters 
wearing clean, pure scarlet, long- 
sleeved outer garments and scarlet 
hats is again stressed by the de¬ 
partment as a safety measure for 
the public. 

Old, unclean garments should be 
dry-cleaned to make them as con- 
spicious as possible, and it is again 
pointed out that checkered cloth¬ 
ing is not suitable. 

Hunters using horses on then- 
trip are urged to use bright spar- 
let clothing to avoid accidents. In 
this respect hunters spotting ani¬ 
mals or game should make cer¬ 
tain of their target before firing to 
avoid fatal accidents.

Several of the game infraction;

The game laws indicate that a 
resident is a person who has re¬ 
sided in the province for a pe¬ 
riod of one year immediately pri¬ 
or to the date of application for 
a licence under the Act. 

The big game regulations also 
note that no person who has not 
attained his 14th birthday shall, 
either directly or indirectly, ap¬ 
ply for, or in any way, obtain or 
have in his possesion, a licence or 
permit. A perosn who has not at¬ 
tained his 16th birthday shall not 
hunt unless —1, he has obtained a 
valid license, and 2, he is accom¬ 
panied by his parents or legal 
guardian.

One of the new historical signs 
marks Massacre Butte, and is lo¬ 
cated one mile south of Cowley on 
Highway No. 3. 

“Less than three miles north of 
here is the site where an immi¬ 
grant train of 12 men, women and 
children was massacred in 1867 by 
a party of Blood Indians. The night 
attack was led by the warrior 
Medicine Calf. Only one victim 
was identified; a man named John 
Hoise. The immigrants were part 
of Captain Fiske’s west-bound ex¬ 
pedition from Minnesota and had 
left the main party in Montana. 

“A government of Alberta cairn 
now marks the site.” 

The other sign, on Highway No. 
23, one mile south of Carmangay, 
is entitled “Cattle Barons” and 
reads: 

“In 1880 the Dominion govern¬ 
ment opened Southern Alberta for 
ranching. The purpose was to pro¬ 
mote settlement and development. 

An attractive annual rent of one 
cent per acre encouraged forma¬ 
tion of several large cattle com¬ 
panies. Some of these ranch com 
panies leased as much as 100,000 
acres of grazing land. The nutri¬ 
tious grasses, numerous streams 
and sheltered coulees provided a 
ranchman’s paradise. 

“After the influx of homestead¬ 
ers into the area, beginning in the 
1890’s, few of the great spreads 
survived.”
